Did you realize that superheated 
steam is continually flowing from the 
smokestack at Neches Station? Super- 
heated steam is an invisible vapor there- 
fore cannot be seen except in the winter 
time when it condenses near the stack. 
Under present load conditions Neches 
averages burning twelve million cubic 
feet of natural gas per day, 90 per 
cent of which is Methane. Each cubic 
foot of Methane requires approxi- 
mately ten cubic feet of air for com- 
bustion and produces, in addition to 
other gases, two cubic feet of water 
vapor which in the boiler furnace be- 
comes superheated steam. Converted in- 
to pounds of water, this represents 
something like 800,000 pounds of water

per day going into the atmosphere out 
of the Neches Power Station smokestack.
